Charter Amendments—-Letter 


from Judge Chase. 


Editors Morning Herald: 
> 


In your issue of the 23d inst,' I noticed 


somo criticisms upon a few chapter amend- 
ments submitted to tha citizens' meeting, 
assembled for tho purpose cf considering 
any suggestions offered relative to amend- 
ing the city charter. No idea was enter- 
tained that the Council would so strenu- 
ously oppose the people in preparing such 
amendments as would have for its aim the 
public good, while it protected tho people 
against the oppressive power of the Com- 
mon Council. While in attendance at tbe 
meeting, the question was propounded to 
me squarely, whether the Council had au- 
thority officially to amend the city char- 
ter. 
I answered promptly that they had 


not. 


I now reassert and am prepared to 


make good tho assertion, that it is no 
function of the City Council to propose 
amendments to the city charter, and that 
no proper authority can be produced to 
sustain bnchan extraordinary presumption, 
either legislative or judicial.

the mero method of their promotion 
by a:m»jority of votes made them masters 
of the situation, well informed in all tho 
mysteries of municipal government, and, 
withal, especially enlightened in the art 
of making city charters. It is true the 
Council have taken upon themselves an 
obligation to support tho Constitution of 
the State, and to perform their duties as 
Councilmen with fidelity. I do not wish 
to intimate that they havo disregarded 
tbeir obligation, but for the purpose of 
leading to tho inquiry: Have thoy learned 
their duties? If they have not, they can- 
not say they have performed it; and if they 
have, why ignore Article 9th section 3d of 
the Constitution of this Commonwealth, 
which says "That all power is inherent in 
tha people, und all free Governments are 
founded on thiir authority, aud instituted 
for their pence, safety nnd happiness. For 
the advancement of these ends they (the 
people)have at all times an inalienable and 
indefensible right to alter, reform or abol- 
ish their government in such manner as 
they think proper." 


From tlio above quotation you will per- 


ceive that even tho Legislature has no 
right 
to amend 
the 
charter 
upon 


request 
of 
tho 
Council 
only, 


but should 
the 
Council 
offer 
such 


nn amendment to the Legislature it should 
be accompanied by nn affidavit that the 
question had been submitted to and ap- 
proved by tho people, else it ia sxibject to 
n jc-ction by rea=on of its not coming from 
the people, the fountain of all republican 
institutions or government*. 


Mi. Cicluiilhidor in his communication 


described the modus operandi of amend- 
ing the Constitution in the Sei**K- oi the 
United State?, but failed to give tho cou- 
olusiou of the matter, which is this: Af- 
ter tho Scuute h<is completed the amend- 
ment it is necessary to have it submitted 
to a wmveiui'in of tbo people, or to tlio 
Legislatures ot' tiie several States for ap- 
proval or rejection. If he had read a line 
or two further he would have been jatis- 
fied that his position was untenable. The 
people every where in the United State*, 
with one solitary exception—nnd that in 
Tittisvil'ic—aro acknowledged to be the 
source of politico! power.

Webster defines the word legislate or ley- 


iliitinq as tho act of " bringing forward," 
proposing," &o, and the language of 


tho charter plainly implies that the Cora- 
nou Council, us tho s?rorn official repre- 
sentatives of tbe city of Titusville, nnd the 
custodians of the city's welfare, alone 
)oi«ess any If jj.il authority to originate, 
devise and prepare, or in other words 
to " bring forw.ird " and " propose" what- 
ever enactments us they consider expedi 
ent for tho welfare of tho general public. 


But Jud^'e Chiue quotes from Article 


)tb, Section 2, of the Stuto Constitution to 
show that as "nil power is inherent in tho 
people," then-fore private citizens only, 
aud not the Cuuncil, possess any right to 


alter, reform or abolish their govern- 


ment in such manner as they think pro- 
per." Wo will not dwell upon tho absurd- 
ity of this propooition, which is suffi- 
ciently illustrated by presenting it in an- 
other lorin, viz : 1'nvalu citizens hive an 
inalienable, indefeasible right to amend 
the coiibtitutiimal law, but the Common 
Council, who are tbo sworn official repre 
seniiitivcs of tho private citizen.', and upon 
whom tno constitutional law imposes 
legislative authority, aro alone iucompe 
tent to perform such dutU», and in th 
opinion of Judge Clmse they display an j 
'extraordinary presumption " whenever' 
they undertake it I 
| 


The Common Council do most positively j 


aud unanimously dissent from the con- 
clusion* of Judge Chns?, and they con- 
sider themselves fully .sustained, not only 
by tho uu.uispu.Uid practice of all other leg- 
islative bodies, but by tho authority of Ihe 
State constitution itself. 


Article 10 of the constitution of Ptnn- 


svlvania reads as follows : 


"Any nmr-ndment or lunendmonU to 


this Constitution may bo proposed in the 
Senate or House of Representatives, and 
if the same shall be agreed to by a major- 
ity of the members elected iu each House 
such proposed amendment or amendments 
shall be filtered on their journals, with 
the yeas arid nays taken thereon, nnd the 
Secretary of tbo Commonwealth shall 
cause the same to ba published three 
mouths before the next election in at least 


shall be submitted to the people in such 
manner and'at such time, at least three 
months after being io agreed to by the 
two houses, aa Ihe legfslnture shall pre- 
scribe; and if the people shall approve 
and ratify such as the ono or the other 
mode of ratification may bo proposed by 
the congress." 


Now any unprejudiced mind will con- 


cedo_ that the legislative powers aro as 
fully vested in a city government as in that 
of a State: And it is upon this convic- 
tion that tho Common Council have as- 
sumed their rightful authority to act. 
Former Councils exercised tho same au- 
thority, and we hazard nothing in saying 
that it is the universal practice of similar 
representative bodies elsewhere.

A great deal hag been eaid in the papers 


of the State in reference, to the rules laid 
down by Speaker Wallace as to what bills 
be would rmle out of order, but the 
foot has been kept dark that before 
that ordnr-' was issued the State Depart- 
ment had prepared a long list showing 
what legislation wag' prohibited by the 
Constitution, .the list being a quiet hint to 
the members that if thoy passed any euch 
bills aa were then included the Governor 
would certainly veto them. It shows that 
the courts have power to incorporate base 
ball, athletic, barge and fithing clubx; 
musical, religious, Odd Fellows', ek&tiug 
park, scientific, town hall, agricultural, 
beneficial, building, cemetery and burial, 
Free Masonic hall, savings fund, charita- 
ble, city hall, literary and loan associa- 
tions; firo engine, fire insurance, water 
hook and ladder, host and hotel companies, 
teachers' institutes and associations; so- 
cieties for the detectioniof thieves and live 
stock insurance companies. Also, to in- 
corporate, change Jimits or alter or annul 
charters of boroughs; to amend charters, 
dissolve charters, surrender charters and 
change names of corporations' to decree 
the adoption of children ;* to change and 
enact independent school districts ;<^o de- 
cree divorces; create and alter election dis- 
tricts; give and change the place of hold- 
ing elections; decree the sale, mortgage 
and conveyance of real estate on ground 
rents, and devise, erect new and alter and 
establish boundary line* of townships. 
Any aot having any of the above objects 
will bo regarded as unconstitutional un-* 
der tho ninth section of the eleventh 
article of the Constitution, which provides 
that no act shall be passed granting any 
powers or privileges where' the authority 
to grant such powers has been con forred 
upon tho courts.
